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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Blumberg teaches an improved ATM which determines whether a patron's 
transaction at the financial transaction machine qualifies for a promotional offer, 
processing the promotional offer, and printing a promotional receipt. 

Kalthoff teaches a financial system for relationship management in whereby a 
user is identified, a marketable product or service is identified, account data is retrieved, 
and marketing strategy is identified. 

Neither Blumberg nor Kalthoff teaches determining whether the ATM user is a 
non-customer, enrolling the ATM user in an incentive program, accumulating award 
points in an incentive program account for the enrolled non-customer ATM user in 
connection with each succeeding transaction request from the enrolled non-customer 
ATM user, and discounting at least a portion of the convenience fee for the enrolled 
non-customer ATM user when a pre-determined award points balance is accumulated 
in the incentive program account. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
